This afternoon, just as Sunday 
Sohool was dismissed, wo were visited 
by a severe storm which partook of 
the nature of an incipient cyclone. 
Chimneys were knocked down, ami 
trees twisted off in all parts of the 
city. At the Institution some dam- 
age was done to the shrubbery. At 
Mrs. J. D. II. Stewart's residence, on 
Franklin Street, a tree was Mown 
down, which fell in her yard, crush- 
ing the iron fence and narrowly miss- 
ing her front window. 

The Lawn Fete given by the Fav 
and Clionian Societies yesterday eve- 
ning, was a success. It rained at in- 
tervals during the day, but at three 
o'clock it cleared up, and preparations 
were pushed rapidly forward. Ropes 
were stretched across the grounds on 
which were hung Chinese lanterns, 
tents were put up and before dark every 
thing was in readiness. After dark, 
the grounds on the girls' side present- 
ed an animated and. beautiful appear- 
ance. There was quite a crowd pre- 
sent, consisting of pupils, the resident 
deaf and their friends. In one of the 
tents was a gipsy who told fortunes 
for a consideration, and a post office.

You are bewilder- 
ed, but on referring to your catalogue 
the nature of the sell becomes appar- 
ent. For instance, No. 1, in your
